He claims the right to do so by 
virtue of bis authority as Governor o f the Terri- 
tory, and Superintendent of Indian Afiairs, not 
having been suspended from exercising his func 
tions, and virtue of his power imder the territorial 
organic act. 
H e expressly forbids the 
United 
States troops entering the Territory without his 
authority fur doing so, and complains that 
the 
Mormons have not been treated as American 
citizens, and that the government of the United 
States as acted on misrepreaentations, the object 
being to drive the Mormons from the Territory. 
T h e language of the proclamation is emphatical 
in hostility to the United States. 
It is regarded 
as declaring war 
W h e n t'ol Alexander 
was 
within 30 miles of Fort Bridges, which place 
is 
occupied by mormon troops, he received a letter 
from Brigham Young, through the commander 
of the Nauvoo Legion, warning the troops out ot 
the Territory, but taying if they desired to r e - 
main till spring they may do so, provided they 
will give their and amonition. 


The letter was accompanied by 
two copies of 
the proclamation and copy of the laws of 
Utah. 


The Commander told Colonel Alexander that 
he was at the Fort to carry out Young's instruc- 
tions, and expressed the hope that Alexander's 
answer and actions would be dictated by proper 
respect for the rights and libertie.s of 
American 
citizens. 
Colonel Alexander, in reply, (October 
2,) sayp: 
''1 have given your 
communication 
attentive consideration, and will submit it to the 
General commanding as soon as be arrives hero. 
[Meaning Camp Winfield, on Hawes' Fork,]

tbe mean time, all that I have to say 
that 
these troops are here by the order of thePresident 
of theUnited Stages, and their future movements' 
will depend entirely upon the order issued by the 
competent authority."
